Paul Meek, Executive Officer of 
the University of Tennessee Jun¬ 
ior College, told the group that 
the Junior College would not have 
a summer session and that the 
college’s facilities would be avail¬ 
able. 

Presiding during the planning 
convention were District Agents 
Judd Brooks and Miss Mildred Ja- 
cocks, of the Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service. 

Urging the group to keep in 
step with the trend of world events 
H. S. Nichols, assistant director of 
the Agricultural Extension Ser¬ 
vice, told the agents that “we've 
got to replace emphasis, because 
we’re living in a changing world." 

In regard to cluo members, Mr. 
Nichols said “we’ve got to get 
something on the inside of them to 
broaden their interests in the state 
and county.” He also asked the 
agents to make efforts to reach 
the older age group of farm boys 
and girls, those between 18 and 25 
years of age. At this age, he said, 
they are just about ready to “lis¬ 
ten to any ’ism” that may come 
along or become “drifters.” He 
urged leaders to put more stress 
on club work, increase enrollment, 
and to give more agricultural in¬ 
formation. In commenting on the 
enrollment campaign of the home , 
food supply program, he predicted 
that West Tennessee’s total o f 
more than 50,000 families would 
more than equal that of the older 
state districts.

McMahan, George Horton and 
Dr. W. A. Lindbeck of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Junior College 
took part on the instruction part 
of the program. 
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Report Given On 
Martin Airport 


The writer visited Martin air¬ 
port on Tuesday, April 29th, for 
the purpose of making a final in¬ 
spection of the grading operation, 
authorized by the Commission in 
its meeting, February 12, 1941. 

This work has been satisfactorily 
completed, but because of the in¬ 
creased activity and operations at 
Martin, this small amount of work 
demonstrates the vital necessity of 
of having further work done. 

As the Commission is aware, the 
inception of this airport dates only 
from August, 1940. The growth of 
the project has been probably fas¬ 
ter than any similar project in 
the state. Already, twenty pilots 
have been trained on this field un¬ 
der the Civilian Pilot Training 
Progress, and other private and 
commercial activity has grown 
from nothing to a volume greater 
than at any other airport of simi¬ 
lar size in the state. The cost of 
this development to date, has been 
bourn by the City of Martin, and 
the operator which is Gill - Dove 
Airways with the exception of the 
small $500 grading operation, 
which was bourn by the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

This is the only airport in the 
northwest section of the state, and 
there is no other airport within 
fifty air miles. It is strategically 
located, both from a stand point 
of National Defense and commer¬ 
cial operation, and it is felt that 
the Bureau of Aeronautics should 
do all possible to foster the devel¬ 
opment of this site. To make the 
field entirely satisfactory and safe, 
it will be necessary to do addi¬ 
tional grading and conditioning in 
the amount of some thirty to forty 
thousand cubic yards, the cost of 
which cannot be determined until 
accurate quantities have been 
compiled. Therefore, the writer re¬ 
quested the City of Martin to pre¬ 
pare plans and cross sections cov¬ 
ering the additional work required 
for presentation to the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

The City of Martin and the op¬ 
erator have constructed two hang¬ 
ars on the field; one, eighty feet 
by thirty feet, and one, sixty feet 
by sixty feet. They have also in¬ 
stalled a well water supply sys¬ 
tem with an automatically oper¬ 
ated electric pump, capable of < 
supplying 800 gallons of water per 
hour. In addition, they have clear¬ 
ed some fifteen to twenty acres of 
high timber around the edge of the 
field and have enlarged the landing 
area from eighty acres to approx¬ 
imately 150 acres. They have also, 
bid for a pole line extension for 
electric service and are in a pro¬ 
cess of constructing a new fence 
around the entire field.

as a means of getting books t o 

Lending collections are frequent¬ 
ly eichanged, traveling from sta¬ 
tion to station and serving a new 
group at each location. In the lar¬ 
ger centers, a certain number of 
books may be permanently located, 
depending on the needs of the 
specific community. Where concen¬ 
tration of population is greater, 
the traveling collections are corre¬ 
spondingly larger. On entering one 
of these branch libraries or library 
stations, one would be impressed 
by the suitability of the collection 
to the size and needs of the popu¬ 
lation served. 

The whole system is operated to 
give access to books and advice on 
books and reading to the greatest 
number at the least per capita 
cost. 

The good county library can af¬ 
ford to have a trained and experi¬ 
enced person to organize and ad¬ 
minister the service. In sections of 
the county where counties are 
small, roads are good, and income 
is low, counties find it a distinct 
advantage to join with their neigh¬ 
bor counties in a cooperative li¬ 
brary and to have regional service, 
a trained regional librarian as ad¬ 
ministrator, and a regional book¬ 
mobile. Whatever the type of area, 
however, the service is practically 
the same. 

According to “The Parisian,” 
Paris, Tenn„ April 25, 1941, it is 
this regional type of library ser¬ 
vice which is expected to develop 
from the present movement toward 
countywide service for Henry 
County. The proposed regional li¬ 
brary will include Henry, Benton, 
-and Stewart counties. 

A first step in its better home 
living program inaugurated two 
years ago in Obion county was a 
plan for a county library—a plan 
which has made steady progress.

What Is A County 
Library Program?

lected to meet the reading needs 
of the people in any given govern¬ 
mental unit, and of getting these 
books into the hands of the people, 
or the “service” factor. 

When asked the question, “What 
is a county library?” a librarian 
thinks at once of public library 
service for both rural and city peo¬ 
ple throughout a given county; of 
taking books to readers where they 
live and work, and, through the 
pooling of resources, of giving such 
service as no small community can 
furnish of itself. 

Assembled and made ready for 
circulation at some conveniently 
located place, books for county li¬ 
brary service are then taken to 
strategic locations throughout the 
county. Branch libraries in towns 
and community centers, library 
service stations at convenient 
points like crossroads stores, a t 
schools and homes, are means in 
general use for getting the right 
books and the right people toge¬ 
ther. These centers are serviced by 
local people—people who enter in¬ 
to the life of their neighbors and 
know their problems and ambl 
tions. The “bookmobile” (auto or 
trailer) is also called into play 
readers, whether directly or thru 
the established book centers.
